New Nipponese . Raid 
on Singapore Does 
Little Damage. 


SINGAPORE, Dec. 31.—(#)— 
Japanese pressure fell off today 
in the main Perak Sector, some 
290 miles above Singapore, and 
all along that front British patrols 


every point where they could en- 
gage the enemy. 


_ All this—establishing that the 
invader not only had gained no 
ground, but had been pushed back 
in some areas of the Malayan 
peninsula, the most vital of all the 
Pacific theaters—was announced 
by the British command in a com- 
mufhique, which also reported fail- 
ure for another overnight Japanese 
air raid on Singapore. 

This time, Japanese bombers 
sought out the Singapore airdrome, 
but again they were able to cause 
only ‘minor damage. There was 
not a single casualty, 

Japanese dive bombers likewise 
were hurled into action against 
British communications, but they, 
too, were able to work but little 
harm, and one raider was shot 
down by light machiregun fire. 

While Perak remained relatively 
quiet, the second Japanese invad- 


eastern side of the peninsula was 
apparently ‘making ‘no progress. 
Enemy parties approaching that 
area from the direction of Treng- 
ganu, farther to the north, were 
met at once by the imperial de- 
fenders. 

The Royal Air Force, meantime, 
again heavily assaulted the ad- 
vanced Japanese air base of Sun- 
gei Partani, pounding™it for the 
second successive night and set- 
ting fires in the airdrome. 


While Singapore drew new 
strength for the supreme test now 
ahead, a British authority in Lon- 
don pointed out that the defense 
would be “with all the means at 
our disposal” so Singapore could 
become the main. base for the 
Allied offensive to be launched in 
the whole Pacific area. 

This informant added fhat the 
Japanese were ajust now in full 
control of the western Pacific area 
and that the British thus would 


‘depend on the United States Navy 


“until ‘our naval forces are built 
up to regain control.” 

In Ottawa, Canada, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill thus ‘replied, with 
incisive ‘American idiom, to a 
press conference - inquiry as to 
whether he thought the British 
would hold Singapore.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—(#)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion drove home the full effects 


of the nation’s tire rationing pro- 
gram today by establishing drastic 
January quotas prohibiting some 
counties from selling more than 
one new tire for a passenger au- 
tomobile and limiting hundreds of 
others to sales of 10 or less. 

Set up on a county-by-county 
basis, the quotas will limit sales 
throughout the United States and 
its territories to approximately 
357,000 tires next month, ranging 
from 105 in Alaska to 36,680 in 
Texas. -

about 4,000,000 a month.

They Shall Know War 

Winston Churchill, speaking before the 
Canadian parliament, at Ottawa, calmly fore- 
casts the coming day when the victorious Allies 
shall carry the war deep into the very heart 
of Germany herself. 

The British Prime Minister, fresh from 
conferences at Washington with President 
Roosevelt and leaders of the armed forces of 
both nations, outlines the three phases of the 
war. The preliminary phases are necessary and 
difficult, but they are but the prologue to that 
final phase, when Germany and the German 
people—together with their dupes, the Italians 
and Japanese—shall feel the fierce horror of 
war upon their own doorsteps, when it shall 
enter their cities and their homes, when repay- 
ment in blood and suffering, for all the blood 
and suffering they have brought to the world, 
shall be exacted in full. , 

There will be, Churchill promised, “total 


extirpation of Hitler tyranny, Japanese frenzy 


and the Mussolini flop.” 

That must be, The world can never know 
security from aggression until these. three 
betrayers of mankind, and all their gangs, are 
wiped from the earth. : 

To reach this goal of victory, to win position 
where the hard and bitter lesson may be taught, 
will demand long effort and utmost sacrifice. 
But we, and the other free peoples, are capable 
of any effort, any sacrifice, to win for. ourselves 
and the generations to follow a world wherein 
the little man, the humble upright citizen, may 
know he is safe from the crushing heel of 
power-drunk wielders of the sword.

THE WORLD TODAY

REASSURING VOLUME WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—~Ameri- 


cans who are questioning either 
Joseph Stalin’s will to fight to the finish against Germany and 
Japan or the potentiality of the huge Russian bear in this contest, 
will be greatly reassured by reading “Mission to Moscow,” by 
Joseph E.: Davies, just off the press. 

The first remarkable fact about this book is that it was per- 
mitted to be published at all. It is made up almost entirely by 
official reports to the State Department and private letters to 
American officials, written during the three years that Mr. Davies 
served as ambassador to Russia and Belgium. There is no other 
instance in memory when official papers of this character have been 
published so soon after their compilation. That their revelation 
Was consented to is proof in itself that the American government 
regards the story they tell of Russia’s role in the period immedi- 


ately before and since the German invasion of Poland as vitally © 


helpful to the over-all war effort. 
WHO RUSSIA FEARED The essence of this story is that 


every move of the Soviet govern- 
ment, beginning at least as early as the spring of 1937, was guided 
by fear of combined German and Japanese attack. The violent 
purges, in which literally tens of thousands of Russian citizens were 
executed or banished, fits into this pattern as Stalin’s Method of 
crushing a German-Japanese Fifth Column. Coincidentally, the 
Soviet was striving with all its might to strengthen its military 
and industrial defenses, and this effort was pointed exclusively 
toward the German and Japanese borders. At no point is there a 
suggestion that Russia feared aggression from any other but these 
two nations. 

Just as convincingly, the Davies dispatches, written at a time 
when there was no conceivable reason to hide the true facts, demon- 
strate that Stalin was ready and anxious to join Great Britain and 
France in armed coalition against Germany, if only he could be 
assured that Russia would be accepted as a full and equal partner. 
He was ready to fight for Czechoslovakia before Munich and can- 
celled his nonaggression pact with Poland to clear the way for 
Soviet troops to march through that country to Czechoslovakia’s 
aid. Through the earlier months of 1939, Stalin continued to seek 
coalition with Britain and France, despite a growing belief on his 
part that these nations might trade off Russia in the interest of 
their own security. 


REASON FOR NAZI PACT From sheer fright, at the last, 

: Stalin signed the nonaggression 
pact with Germany, and for 21 months he more or less played the 
German game, while grabbing strategic footholds on his own account 
in Poland, Finland, the Baltic statés and Bessarabia. But by the 
spring of 1941, Stalin felt strong enough to challenge Hitler. He 


‘publicly indicated disapproval of Bulgaria’s commitment to the 


Axis; reasserted his nonaggression pact with Turkey; and signed 
a treaty of nonaggression and friendship with Yugoslavia on the 
eve of German invasion of that country. 

In view of these developments, the Germans may have been 
right in their decision that they must attack Russia before Russia 
grew strong enough to attack them. 


CHAMBERLAIN ERRED The other side of the picture, as 
ae depicted by Mr. Davies, is that 
Britain and France, chiefly as a result of the purges, lost confidence 
both in Stalin’s leadership and Russia as a military factor. They 
offended Russia by barring her from the Munich conference, and 
when at the last a dispute between Russia and Poland blocked a 
collective security agreement, Britain selected the latter.- As Mr. 
Bavies states it, “Chamberlain placed his confidence in Beck’s 
(Polish). government arid passed up the Soviet strength.” “ 

_ What Britain passed up Mr. Davies sets forth in a review in 
his final report ia—+638~of Russia’s industrial and military re- 
sources. Russia, he says, embraces one-sixth of the earth’s surface—

They'll probably remain even. 

There has been no change in the personnel of either 
team. Both are at full strength for tomorrow’s meeting. 
The Georgia team may prove to be the faster, and this is 
where the game’s outcome may be decided. 

The Bulldogs have a much more impressive reeord 

in running as well as passing. The Texans undoubt- 

edly can advance the ball on the ground, but their 

season's record reveals most of the scoring has been 
done by passing. 

T. C. U.’s weight advantage in the line may be a dis- 
advantage. The big forwards may be outmaneuvered. 
Georgia has ample team speed and a well-balanced attack.
